‘They should be able to pass 
intelligently upon the question whether 
‘the bonus is so necessary that they 
are willing to be taxed for many years 
to liquidate a State obligation so heavy 
that, ‘to quote from a letter by ex-Sec- 
retary of War Hewat -L. Stimson, 
/published in THe Tiares of today, it
